SECTION 2. Each line appearing in Section 1 of this Article shall constitute an 26 

appropriation. 27 

SECTION 3. Upon the transfer of any function of a department or agency to another 28 

department or agency, the Governor is hereby authorized by means of executive order to transfer 29 

or reallocate, in whole or in part, the appropriations and the full-time equivalent limits affected 30 

thereby; provided, however, in accordance with Rhode Island General Law, Section 42-6-5, when 31 

the duties or administrative functions of government are designated by law to be performed within 32 

a particular department or agency, no transfer of duties or functions and no re-allocation, in whole 33 

or part, or appropriations and full-time equivalent positions to any other department or agency shall 34 
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be authorized. 1 

SECTION 4. From the appropriation for contingency shall be paid such sums as may be 2 

required at the discretion of the Governor to fund expenditures for which appropriations may not 3 

exist. Such contingency funds may also be used for expenditures in the several departments and 4 

agencies where appropriations are insufficient, or where such requirements are due to unforeseen 5 

conditions or are non-recurring items of an unusual nature. Said appropriations may also be used 6 

for the payment of bills incurred due to emergencies or to any offense against public peace and 7 

property, in accordance with the provisions of Titles 11 and 45 of the General Laws of 1956, as 8 

amended. All expenditures and transfers from this account shall be approved by the Governor. 9 

SECTION 5. The general assembly authorizes the state controller to establish the internal 10 

service accounts shown below, and no other, to finance and account for the operations of state 11 

agencies that provide services to other agencies, institutions and other governmental units on a cost 12 

reimbursed basis. The purpose of these accounts is to ensure that certain activities are managed in 13 

a businesslike manner, promote efficient use of services by making agencies pay the full costs 14 

associated with providing the services, and allocate the costs of central administrative services 15 

across all fund types, so that federal and other non-general fund programs share in the costs of 16 

general government support. The controller is authorized to reimburse these accounts for the cost 17

At least twenty (20) days prior to the issuance of a grant or the release of funds, which 7 

grant or funds are listed on the legislative letter of intent, all department, agency and corporation 8 

directors, shall notify in writing the chairperson of the House Finance Committee and the 9 

chairperson of the Senate Finance Committee of the approximate date when the funds are to be 10 

released or granted. 11

Postsecondary Commissioner to support student financial aid for the fiscal year ending June 30, 25

SECTION 11. Departments and agencies listed below may not exceed the number of full- 27 

time equivalent (FTE) positions shown below in any pay period. Full-time equivalent positions do 28 

not include limited period positions or, seasonal or intermittent positions whose scheduled period 29 

of employment does not exceed twenty-six consecutive weeks or whose scheduled hours do not 30 

exceed nine hundred and twenty-five (925) hours, excluding overtime, in a one-year period. Nor 31 

do they include individuals engaged in training, the completion of which is a prerequisite of 32 

employment. Provided, however, that the Governor or designee, Speaker of the House of 33 

Representatives or designee, and the President of the Senate or designee may authorize an 34 
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adjustment to any limitation. Prior to the authorization, the State Budget Officer shall make a 1 

detailed written recommendation to the Governor, the Speaker of the House, and the President of 2 

the Senate. A copy of the recommendation and authorization to adjust shall be transmitted to the 3 

chairman of the House Finance Committee, Senate Finance Committee, the House Fiscal Advisor, 4 

and the Senate Fiscal Advisor. 5

SECTION 16. The appropriations from federal funds contained in Section 1 shall not be 13 

construed to mean any federal funds or assistance appropriated, authorized, allocated or 14 

apportioned to the State of Rhode Island from the State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects 15 

Fund enacted pursuant to the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021, P.L. 117-2 for fiscal year 2023 16 

except for those instances specifically designated. 17 

The following amounts are hereby appropriated out of any money available in the State 18 

Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects Fund for the fiscal years ending June 30, 2024, June 30, 19 

2025, June 30, 2026, and June 30, 2027. 20 

For the purposes and functions hereinafter mentioned, the State Controller is hereby 21 

authorized and directed to draw his or her orders upon the General Treasurer for payment of such 22 

sums and such portions thereof as may be required by him or her upon receipt of properly 23 

authenticated vouchers. 24

Department of Administration (DOA) 3 

DOA – Aid to the Convention Center.  These funds shall provide operating support to the 4 

Rhode Island convention center authority. 5 

DOA - Electric Heat Pump Grant Program. These funds shall support a grant program 6 

within the office of energy resources to assist homeowners and small-to-mid-size business owners 7 

with the purchase and installation of high-efficiency electric heat pumps, with an emphasis on 8 

families in environmental justice communities, minority-owned businesses, and community 9 

organizations who otherwise cannot afford this technology.  The office of energy resources shall 10 

report to the Speaker of the House and Senate President no later than April 1 of each year the results 11 

of this program, including but not limited to, the number of grants issued, amount of each grant and 12 

the average grant amount, and the expected cumulative carbon emissions reductions associated 13 

with heat pumps that received a grant. 14 

DOA – Pandemic Recovery Office.  These funds shall be allocated to finance the Pandemic 15 

Recovery Office established within the Department of Administration. 16 

DOA - Ongoing COVID-19 Response. These funds shall be allocated to continue COVID-17 

19 mitigation activities and to address the public health impacts of the pandemic in Rhode Island, 18 

to be administered by the director of administration, in consultation with the director of health and 19 

the secretary of health and human services. 20 

DOA - Health Care Facilities.   These funds shall address the ongoing staffing needs of 21 

hospitals, nursing facilities and community health centers related to the COVID-19 public health 22 

emergency totaling $77.5 million.  This includes $45.0 million that shall be allocated to hospitals, 23 

or systems if hospitals are members of one, to include a base payment equivalent to $1.0 million 24 

per hospital with the remaining based on a hospital’s pro rata share of operating expenses from the 25 

2021 cost reports and $30.0 million for distribution to nursing facilities based on the number of 26 

Medicaid beds days from the 2020 facility cost reports, provided at least 80 percent is dedicated to 27 

direct care workers.   There is $2.5 million to be distributed to the community health centers 28 

through the Rhode Island Health Center Association to support direct care staffing needs.

enrolling qualified individuals transitioned off Medicaid coverage at the end of the COVID-19 2 

public health emergency into qualified health plans to avoid gaps in coverage, administered by 3 

HealthSource RI.  4 

Department of Labor and Training (DLT) 5 

DLT - Unemployment Insurance Trust Fund Contribution. The director of labor and 6 

training shall allocate these appropriations to the employment security fund prior to determining 7 

the experience rate for each eligible employer for calendar year 2023.  8 

DLT - Enhanced Real Jobs. These funds shall support the Real Jobs Rhode Island program 9 

in the development of job partnerships, connecting industry employers adversely impacted by the 10 

pandemic to individuals enrolled in workforce training programs.  11 

Executive Office of Commerce (EOC) 12 

EOC - Destination Marketing. These funds shall be used for destination tourism marketing 13 

in support of airline routes to T.F. Green Airport.  The Commerce Corporation is required to supply 14 

equivalent matching funds out of its portion of the state hotel tax.   15 

EOC - Statewide Broadband Planning and Mapping. These funds shall be allocated to 16 

develop a statewide broadband strategic plan to provide broadband access to unserved and 17 

underserved households and businesses, to support a state broadband director at the Commerce 18 

Corporation, and to conduct mapping in support of future state broadband investment.  19 

EOC - Minority Business Accelerator. These funds shall support a program to invest 20 

additional resources to enhance the growth of minority business enterprises as defined in chapter 21 

14.1 of title 37.  The initiative will support a range of assistance and programming, including 22 

financial and technical assistance, entrepreneurship training, space for programming and co-23 

working, and assistance accessing low-interest loans. Commerce shall work with minority small 24 

business associations, including the Rhode Island Black Business Association (RIBBA), to advance 25 

this program. Of the amount allocated for FY 2023, five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) shall 26 

support the Rhode Island Black Business Association and three hundred thousand dollars 27 

($300,000) shall support the Roger Williams University Business Start-Up Clinic. 28 

EOC - Blue Economy Investments. These funds shall support a program to invest in the 29 

state’s blue economy industries consistent with the University of Rhode Island Research 30 

Foundation’s Blue Economy Technology Cluster grant application.  These funds shall only be 31 

allocated and spent after a commitment of at least thirty five million dollars ($35,000,000) in federal 32 

matching funds is secured from the economic development administration for Rhode Island.  Funds 33 

shall be used for purposes and amounts specified in the grant approval. 34 
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EOC - Bioscience Investments. These funds shall support a program to invest in the state’s 1 

life science industries consistent with Northeastern University’s BioConnects New England grant 2 

application. These funds shall only be allocated and spent after a commitment of at least fifteen 3 

million dollars ($15,000,000) in federal matching funds is secured from the economic development 4 

administration for Rhode Island.  Funds shall be used for purposes and amounts specified in the 5 

grant approval.  6 

EOC - South Quay Marine Terminal. These funds shall support the development of an 7 

integrated and centralized hub of intermodal shipping designed to support the offshore wind 8 

industry along memorial parkway in the East Providence waterfront special development district. 9 

Funds may be used for design and development of the waterfront portion of the terminal into a 10 

marine-industrial facility. 11 

Rhode Island Housing (RIH) 12 

RIH - Development of Affordable Housing. These funds shall expand a program at the 13 

Rhode Island housing and mortgage finance corporation to provide additional investments in the 14 

development of affordable housing units in conjunction with general obligation bond funds and 15 

other sources of available financing according to guidelines approved by the Coordinating 16 

Committee of the Housing Resources Commission.  Of this amount, ten million ($10,000,000) shall 17 

be available to Rhode Island housing and mortgage finance corporation to establish a pilot program 18 

that shall direct funds to support low income public housing through project-based rental assistance 19 

vouchers and financing for pre-development, improvement, and housing production costs.  Within 20 

eighteen (18) months, any money available for the pilot that is not yet allocated to viable projects, 21 

or which has been awarded to public housing authorities which are unable to demonstrate 22 

substantial completion of all work within eighteen (18) months of receipt of any such funds, shall 23 

be returned to this program and no longer be included in the pilot.  Determination of viability and 24 

substantial completion under the pilot shall be at the sole discretion of the deputy secretary of 25 

commerce for housing. 26 

RIH - Site Acquisition. These funds shall be allocated to the Rhode Island housing and 27 

mortgage finance corporation toward the acquisition of properties for redevelopment as affordable 28 

and supportive housing to finance projects that include requirements for deed restrictions not less 29 

than thirty (30) years, and a non-recourse structure.  30 

RIH - Down Payment Assistance. Administered by the Rhode Island housing and mortgage 31 

finance corporation, these funds shall be allocated to a program to provide $17,500 in down 32 

payment assistance to eligible first-time home buyers to promote homeownership. 33 

RIH - Workforce Housing. These funds shall be allocated to the Rhode Island housing and 34

mortgage finance corporation to support a program to increase the housing supply for families 1 

earning up to 120 percent of area median income. 2 

RIH - Affordable Housing Predevelopment Program. These funds shall be allocated to the 3 

Rhode Island housing mortgage finance corporation to support predevelopment work, for proposed 4 

affordable housing developments to build a pipeline of new projects and build the capacity of 5 

affordable housing developers in the state to expand affordable housing production.  6 

RIH - Home Repair and Community Revitalization. These funds shall expand the 7 

acquisition and revitalization  program administered by the Rhode Island housing and mortgage 8 

finance corporation to finance the acquisition and redevelopment of blighted properties to increase 9 

the number of commercial and community spaces in disproportionately impacted communities and 10 

or to increase the development of affordable housing. Residential development will serve 11 

households earning no more than 80 percent of area median income.  Commercial and community 12 

spaces must serve or meet the needs of residents of a census tract where at least 51 percent of the 13 

residents are low-and moderate-income persons.  The program will also support critical home 14 

repairs within the same communities.   15 

Office of Housing and Community Development (OHCD) 16 

OHCD - Predevelopment and Capacity Building. These funds shall support a program to 17 

increase contract staffing capacity to administer proposed affordable housing projects. These funds 18 

will support research and data analysis, stakeholder engagement, and the expansion of services for 19 

people experiencing homelessness. 20 

OHCD - Homelessness Assistance Program. These funds shall support a program to 21 

expand housing navigation, behavioral health, and stabilization services to address pandemic-22 

related homelessness. The program will support both operating subsidies for extremely low-income 23 

housing units and services for people transitioning from homelessness to housing, including 24 

individuals transitioning out of the adult correctional institutions. 25 

OHCD - Homelessness Infrastructure. These funds shall be used to support a program to 26 

respond to pandemic-related homelessness, including but not limited to, acquisition or construction 27 

of temporary or permanent shelter and other housing solutions, of which ten million ($10,000,000) 28 

shall support Crossroads Rhode Island sponsored housing development-based and/or housing-29 

based solutions, wrap-around services and administrative costs of implementation. 30 

OHCD - Statewide Housing Plan. These funds shall be allocated to the development of a 31 

statewide comprehensive housing plan to assess current and future housing needs, consider barriers 32 

to home ownership and affordability, and identify services needed for increased investments toward 33 

disproportionately impacted individuals and communities. These funds shall be used to support 34 
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municipal planning efforts to identify and cultivate viable sites and housing projects. 1 

Quonset Development Corporation (QDC) 2 

QDC - Port of Davisville. These funds shall be allocated to expand a program developing 3 

port infrastructure and services at the Port of Davisville in Quonset in accordance with the 4 

corporation’s master plan. 5 

Executive Office of Health and Human Services (EOHHS) 6 

EOHHS - Pediatric Recovery. These funds shall support a program to provide relief to 7 

pediatric providers in response to the decline in visitation and enrollment caused by the public 8 

health emergency and incentivize providers to increase developmental and psychosocial behavioral 9 

screenings. 10 

EOHHS - Early Intervention Recovery. These funds shall support a program to provide 11 

relief to early intervention providers in response to a decline in enrollment for early intervention, 12 

family home visiting and screening programs. This program will also provide performance bonuses 13 

for providers who hit certain targets, such as recovering referral numbers and achieving reduced 14 

staff turnover. 15 

EOHHS - Certified Community Behavioral Clinics. These funds shall be allocated to a 16 

program to support certified community behavioral health clinics to bolster behavioral health 17 

supports, medical screening and monitoring, and social services to particularly vulnerable 18 

populations in response to a rise in mental health needs during the public health emergency. 19 

EOHHS – Butler Hospital Short Term Stay Unit.  These funds shall be allocated to support 20 

construction of a 25-bed short stay unit at Butler Hospital to provide behavioral health care services, 21 

crisis intervention and other related services. 22 

Department of Children, Youth and Families (DCYF) 23 

DCYF - Provider Workforce Stabilization. These funds shall be allocated to support 24 

workforce stabilization supplemental wage payments and sign-on bonuses to eligible direct care 25 

and supporting care staff of contracted service providers. 26 

DCYF - Psychiatric Treatment Facility. These funds shall be allocated to expand existing 27 

provider Psychiatric Residential Treatment Facility capacity to provide intensive residential 28 

treatment options for adolescent girls and young women who face severe and complex behavioral 29 

health challenges. 30 

DCYF - Foster Home Lead Abatement & Fire Safety. These funds shall be allocated to 31 

provide financial assistance to foster families for lead remediation and fire suppression upgrades. 32 

Department of Health (DOH) 33 

DOH - Public Health Clinics.  Of these funds, $2.0 million  shall be allocated to the RI 34 
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Free Clinic to improve statewide access and quality of primary care for uninsured adults; to increase 1 

access to dental care for uninsured adults integrated into medical care at the clinic; and, to build 2 

infrastructure for telehealth and electronic medical records, and $2.0 million shall   be allocated to 3 

Open Door Health to expand services to address issues for people who are disproportionally 4 

impacted by the COVID-19 pandemic. 5 

Department of Human Services (DHS) 6 

DHS - Child Care Support. To address the adverse impact the pandemic has had on the 7 

child care sector, the funds allocated to this program will provide retention bonuses for direct care 8 

staff at child care centers and licensed family providers in response to pandemic-related staffing 9 

shortages and start up and technical assistance grants for family child care providers.  Retention 10 

bonuses shall be paid monthly or as often as administratively feasible, but not less than quarterly.  11 

The director of the department of human services and the director of the department of children, 12 

youth and families may waive any fees otherwise assessed upon child care provider applicants who 13 

have been awarded the family child care provider incentive grant. The allocation to this program 14 

will also support quality improvements, the creation of a workforce registry and additional funds 15 

for educational opportunities for direct care staff.  16 

Department of Behavioral Healthcare, Developmental Disabilities and Hospitals 17 

(BHDDH) 18 

BHDDH - Crisis Intervention Trainings. To respond to the increased volume of mental-19 

health related calls reported by police departments, these funds shall be allocated to the crisis 20 

intervention training program to provide training every three years for law enforcement as well as 21 

continuing education opportunities. 22 

BHDDH - 9-8-8 Hotline. These funds shall be allocated for the creation of a 9-8-8 hotline 23 

to maintain compliance with the National Suicide Hotline Designation Act of 2020 and the Federal 24 

Communications Commission-adopted rules to assure that all citizens receive a consistent level of 25 

9-8-8 and crisis behavioral health services.  26 

Rhode Island Department of Elementary and Secondary Education (ELSEC)  27 

RIDE - Adult Education Providers.  These funds shall be directly distributed through the 28 

Office of Adult Education to nonprofit adult education providers to expand access to educational 29 

programs and literary services. 30 

Department of Public Safety (DPS) 31 

DPS - Support for Survivors of Domestic Violence. These funds shall be allocated to invest 32 

in the nonprofit community to provide additional housing, clinical and mental health services to 33 

victims of domestic violence and sexual assault. This includes increased investments for therapy 34 
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and counseling, housing assistance, job training, relocation aid and case management. 1 

Department of Transportation 2 

DOT - RIPTA R-Line Free Service Pilot.  These funds shall be allocated to the Rhode 3 

Island Public Transit Authority (RIPTA) to provide free fare bus route service along the “R Line” 4 

for a twelve (12) month period beginning September 1, 2022. RIPTA will track ridership data and 5 

submit a report to the Speaker of the House, the President of the Senate, and the Governor no later 6 

than March 1, 2024. 7 

DOT - Turnpike and Bridge Authority – Safety Barriers Study.  These funds shall be used 8 

by the Turnpike and Bridge Authority to conduct a study to identify and evaluate the options to 9 

prevent and address the risk of suicide on bridges under its purview.  The selection of a vendor to 10 

conduct the study shall be done through a request for proposals process. 11 

Federal Funds - Capital Projects Fund 12 

Department of Administration (DOA) 13 

DOA - CPF Administration. These funds shall be allocated to the department of 14 

administration to oversee the implementation of the Capital Projects Fund award from the 15 

American Rescue Plan Act.  16 

DOA - Municipal and Higher Ed Matching Grant Program. These funds shall be allocated 17 

to a matching fund program for cities and towns that renovate or build a community wellness center 18 

that meets the work, education and health monitoring requirements identified by the U.S. 19 

Department of the Treasury. 20 

DOA - RIC Student Services Center. These funds shall support the development of a 21 

centralized hub at Rhode Island College, where students can complete essential tasks. 22 

Executive Office of Commerce (EOC) 23 

EOC - Broadband. These funds shall be allocated to the executive office of commerce to 24 

invest in broadband projects to provide high-speed, reliable internet to all Rhode Islanders. The 25 

secretary of commerce, in partnership with the director of business regulation, will run a series of 26 

requests for proposals for broadband infrastructure projects, providing funds to municipalities, 27 

public housing authorities, business cooperatives and local internet service providers for projects 28 

targeted at those unserved and underserved by the current infrastructure as defined by national 29 

telecommunications and information administration standards. This investment shall be used to 30 

augment or provide a match for federal funds for broadband investment made available through the 31 

Infrastructure Investment and Jobs Act.  These funds shall be used in accordance with the statewide 32 

broadband strategic plan and may not be obligated nor expended prior to its submission in 33 

accordance with the requirements of the Rhode Island Broadband Development Program set forth 34 
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in Chapter 42-162. 1 

SECTION 17. Reappropriation of Funding for State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital 2 

Projects Fund. Notwithstanding any provision of general law, any unexpended and unencumbered 3 

federal funds from the State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects Fund shall be 4 

reappropriated in the ensuing fiscal year and made available for the same purposes.  However, any 5 

such reappropriations are subject to final approval by the General Assembly as part of the 6 

supplemental appropriations act.   7 

SECTION 18. State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects Fund Compliance and 8 

Reporting. The pandemic recovery office shall be established within the department of 9 

administration to oversee all programs financed by the State Fiscal Recovery Fund or Capital 10 

Projects Fund to ensure compliance with the rules, regulations, and other guidance issued by the 11 

U.S. Department of the Treasury in accordance with the provisions of Section 9901, Subsections 12 

602 and 604 of the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021, Pub. L. No. 117-2. The pandemic recovery 13 

office shall be responsible for submission of all reports required by the U.S. Department of the 14 

Treasury for the State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects Fund. 15 

In consultation with the pandemic recovery office, the budget officer shall establish an 16 

allotment system such that distributions of State Fiscal Recovery Fund and Capital Projects Fund 17 

shall be made contingent upon recipients’ compliance with all state and federal rules, regulations, 18 

and guidance. 19 

SECTION 19. This article shall take effect as of July 1, 2022, except as otherwise provided 20 

herein. 21
